THE PRESIDENCY. 

I was in ex-United States Senator Dorsey’s 

mining oftice rsterday—who has got to be a 
great deal of a man in New York, and, withal, 
merry and youtbful—and there I saw waiting 
in his ante-rcom such opposite characters as 
Barnum, of Connecticut, Jonn Bigelow, of 
New York, and Dorsheimer also. 
These three men are of the origin- 
al Tilden crew, but Dorsheimer feels 
aggrieved.at Tilden,and } erhaps for that rea- 
son Barnum, the financial manager of our 
Uncle Sam, is giving tne firm of Field, Bacon 
and Dorsheimer so much profitable work to 
do. 1 think L observed that while Dorsheim- 
er dees not say one word in favor of Tilden, 
he says nothing against or rather about him. 
Jobn Bigelow is sull Mr. Tilden’s Timothy, 
and like timothy in general, going a good (leal 
toseed. He wears an old puir. of $ or Bh 
gaiters, aseedy silk hatandadingy suit of 
clothes, and dves not introduce himself to 
Dorsheimer, but sits off and glances atsome- 
thing he has himself priated. What vain peo- 
ple editors are, always reading their own, 
like women atthe mirror. Bigelow is one of 
those chaps Who came through the literary 
wicket to the newspaper, graduated from the 
paper with a competence and a foreign Con- 
sulate, hopped from the Consulate to the 
dead Minister’s position, and has ever since 
been expecting some Prime Ministersbip. 

Tilden told bim he should have itand be 
Minister of State or Minister to England and 
gaye nim the State Secretaryship of New York 
and tried to reimpose him upon the party. So 
1 think Bigelow received the best treatment 
of all Tilden’s young men. It has made him 
old, however; hisear bas been whispered 
into till his hair is powdered gray; the case 
of Azariab Flagg and what Mr. Van Buren 
said to Elijah Purdy have been told to John 
these thousand hours—reminiscences which 
drove Pelton tothe flowing bowl and Manton 
Marble into asecond marriage. 

The prize is a great ope tu aman of no po- 
litical popularity, and yet a passion for politi- 
cal bonors, to get under the weather beam of 
an old fellow cock sure of the Presidency, 
who promises to save his parasite all tne 
pains of office-seekiny. Such f conceive Rige- 
low to be, capable enough tu discharge the 
social and business duties of a considerabie 


oftice, without any original force or 
talent. He is oltogether less famous than his 


wife, a Maryland belle, now verging on the 
sere and yellow, Who can Wear the youngest 
street caps in this country and flirt with the 
youngest boys. About a year before Joe 
Hooker died,| spent an hour with him at Gar- 
den Gity, L. I., in his secluded hotel where 
he expired, and he said, with that enjoying, 
wide-mouthed grimace which attended all 
his mischief: ‘**Oid Preston of Kentucky 
has been down here with Mrs. Bigelow and 
they remind you more of Pumblechook and 
Drs. Gilflory than anything vou ever saw!”’ 
Nothing has ever huppened in our large pol- 
itics at ali like Tilden. Heis the ultra type 
of the Yankee, worldly, rich, with both tne 
bookish and the money genius, as unscrupu. 
lous as Jim Fisk, asimportant as Simon Tar- 
yertii, mysteri us one of the Davenpoit 
yrothers, ugly asasting-ray and parsimon- 
ious of favors as be is audacious of his pow- 
ers. Brought up in the most sordid paths ofa 
most’ sordid age, te resumed «till 
the period of piety the fuiluess of his ambi- 
tion. When other men are ready for prayers 
and repentance he began to see the world 
clear a place for him and supplant heaven. 
He lost that gilded eminence by so little of a 
chance thatin the abyss of the failure plunged 
his soul. No wonder he is struggling forthe 
second nomination! Yet so cowardly is pub- 
fic opinion, so indeterminate human nature, 
thatif Tilden were nominated again and 
elected, perhaps his success would reverse 
the general view of him. Hesteesthat ands 
engaged like a lean and hopeful Sisyphus 
in rolling the stone of his pastrecord to the 
top of the hill. 1 believe in a Providence and 
therefore I don’t pelicve he will ever get it 
there. When the rich merchant, Didius Ju- 
linsnus, boughtthe Koman crown from the 


Pretorian guard it gave bim 
neither honor nor comfort, but only 


brought about the decapitation of his presum- 
ing head. Riches gained by » whole lifetime 
of chicanery are poor fruits to offer on the 
altar of the Magistracy. 

If Mr. Tilden is a man of great natural in- 
fluence and desert, how is it that here, where 
be has spent nearly his whole life. he is next 
to friendless? This city never raises a cheer 
when he passes, seldom invites him to preside 
over anything and has not the least curiosity 
to know what he is about. Yet a widespread 
helief exists that he is never about anything 
open, fair or noble, and that he is one of the 
vestiges of an age before popular influence 
was exercised, when half a dozen conspira- 
tors called Kegents ruled this great State and 
he was their scullion, toady and expectant. 
That is why Seymour, Kernan, Church, 
Hancock and hs _ political peers have 
no fellowship with bim, and the same is true 
of every other Democratic candidate, includ- 
ing Hendricks, who ranon the ticket with 
him. Bayard comes here and is loudly hail- 
ed: Thurman is praised; even John M.Palm- 
er hasjadvocates. But Tilden is the unwelcome 
guest. This city, the Democratic stronghold, 
is the aréna of his chief political intrigues for 
years past; yet here he will poll less votes 
than any Demecrat that is named, and I do 
not believe he will get one honest Republican 
vote in the State where he polled in 1876 not 
less than 25,000 to 30,000. It is not character 
Jost, but character found out. 

MINING FAILURE. 

The first flutter and back-set in mining 
speculation has been the fall of the stock of the 
Little Pittsburg Mining Company. Though 
not the first, this was one of the very early 
companies organizedin New York andthe 
stock here set before the publie. The mine 
stands on one of the hills tmmediately adja- 
jent to Leadville; it was consolidated by ex- 
Senator Chaffee. He threw together two 
large mines called the New Discovery and the 
Little Pittsburg and two fragments of mines 
called the Winnemucca and the Dives; he paid 
n considerable amount ofmoney for the prop- 

. erty: some say $300,000, others $00,000, and 
others say $1,000,000. Before he sold the mine 
he took alarge amount of ore outof it, as 
had other owners previously. Chaffee then 
opened thetirst handsome mining offides in 
New Rork, in the Boreel Building, anew and 
costly brick structure owned by one of the 
daughters of William B. Astor. In this 
building they run four hydraulic elevators of 
wire, Which look like bird-cages, and rise and 
fall with the greatest rapidity; the elevat- 
ors, instead of being enclosed — in 
the wal), stand,out almost unsupported in the 
area and connect with successive railed plat- 
forms at the ditferent stories. A great piston 
at each elevator fpropeis a long vertical rod 
which is the moving force. These elevators 
go up packed with people, and I have often 
wondered that there is not a frightful acci- 

dent; but the same hydraulic institution now 
prevails all over New York in new buildings.

Most of the 
stoek was sold by Dodge & Potter, who are 
brokers 1n mines, cotton and other things. 
Charles Dodge is ason of William EK. Dodge, 
the celebrated moralist. The commissions of 
this firm on the sale of stock are said to have 
been about $120,000. 

In many cases the buyers of this stock were 
guaranteed against loss. Mr. Moffitt is the 
cashier of a bank at Denver which requires 
bis close attention, and his partner, Mr.

After Dodge & Porter 
lost tbeir contract with the company there was 
little stock sold. The manager of the mine, 
Mr. Wilson, was agood deal of the time in 
New York. 

Everything went on smoothly until some 
time last February, whenthe knowing ones 
professed to have advices from Leadville to 
‘sell Little Pittsburg short,’’ on the hint 
that the New Discovery ground. 
from which most of the ore 

vas being taken, had’ petered out, and that 
the management had not been enterprising 
enough to bunt and find ore is the other pro- 
perties. An element of personal feeling also 
appears to have entered into this rumor, and 3 

r. Andrew Gill set the example of selling 
the stock on the regular exchange down from 
about thirty-five, which point it had touched, 
tonineteen. Mr. Chaffee found his health so 
poor that he wasatthis point calied off to 
Florida, and it being understood that nobody 
was ready to buy the stock, itrapidly declined 
to twelve and on Tuesday was down below 
ten. 

You can easily cipber out the losses at this 
last figure; the man who took 5,000 shares of 
the stock, guaranteed to him by the manage- 
ment, at twenty-five, would havea claim of 
$75,000 indemnity. If50,000 shares have been 
sold in this way, there is a claim for $750,000. 

Different views prevail as to the situation. 
Mr. Dodge remarked yesterday that the 
fall in the stock was perhaps 
due to doctoring the mine. Others say that 
the transaction may ruin Mr. Chaffee and his 


If they paid $1,000,000 for the mine, and they 
have since paid nearly $1,000,000 in dividends, 
and yet have to settie for the stock losses, it 
may be a severe test to them. 

THE MINING BOOM. 

But while the fall of this stock has some- 
what prejudiced mining property for the mo- 
ment, there have been too many fortunes 
made in Colorado mines to let the impression 
be marked. 

I was in Chicero last week and I found that 
the most conservative business men in that 
city had made their largest gains in the last 
year ortwo in the mines of Colorado and 
Black Hills. Field & Leiter, the dry goods 
merchants, were in this list. There seems to 
be no doubt that some of the mines, such as 
the Robert E. Lee, have actually produced one 
bundred thousand dellars of ore in a single 
day, which has been Nnmediately suld at the 
pit’s mouth.

FRENCH SURNAMES. 


There is eeemecnat in aName After 


fFroin the London Daily News. ] 


An amusing subject, not without historical 
interest of a higher kind, has just been taken 
up by M. Loredan Larchey, who has publish- 
eda curious and suggestive dictionary of 
French surnames. He gives the etymology 
of 22,000 distinctive titles recorded on the 
ofticial registers of Paris, and his high reputa- 
tion as a scholar is a guarantee that his imag- 
ination has not been permitted to outrun his 
facts. Menestrier, in his iearaced work on the 
origin of armorial bearings, shéwed nearly 
two centuries ago thatthere was hardly a 
single one among the Hebrew, Arabian, Saxon 
or German proper names then iu common use 
but bad a meaning signifying something. Per- 
haps the orignal.names of all countries had a 
very close resemblance, and M. Larchey cites 
an illustrative /anecdote in support of this 
theory. A Sultan of Muscat, who sent for an 
{talian physician, Was infurmed that the doc- 
tor’s nume wus ‘*Vincenzo.” ‘*Vimcenzo,” 
muttered the Sultan, “I do not understand. 
Vincenzo is notanume.’’ ‘It is the sameas 
‘Mansour,’ ”’ replied the physician, who had 
some knowledge of the Oriental languages; 
‘‘it signifies victorious.” “Very well,’’ ob- 
served the Sultan; ‘“‘you shall be called 
‘Sheick Mansour.’ ’” 

Ibe literature of this branch of study has 
not upnaturglly become as contradictory as 
itis voluminous. The student,ouwever, who 
follows M. Loredan Larchey a3 guide, phil- 
osopher and friend will find some guesses at 
truth worth remembering. ‘Ine name of Ab- 
bema, so familiar to art in recent years, 1s de- 
rived from Abraham. Tadema is the same 
as Thaddeus. Abeillard, the hapless lover of 
Heloise, siguifies Bee-herd. Albani, dear to 
opera-goers, is aname of Languedoc, mean- 
ing white. The lordly titie of Albemarle is 
the same as thatof Aumale. They both sig- 
nify white marl,a rich earth often used as 
manure. Alicg and Adelaide are the same 
name. Arago, the name of the Freneh phil- 
osopher who looked so steadily ai scientitic 
truth, means goodeagle. Archur, our fabled 
King, and Martel are one;they mean ham- 
mer. Auber, famousS in Music, comef from 
Aubert, which is Albert. Aubigny, the 
French title of the Duke of Richmond, means 
White’s Domain. Audiffret-Pasquier, the 
impetuous orator, means old sweet meadow, 
an interpretation which would find little fav- 
or With the Bonapartists. Bennett, the name 
ofthe enterprising proprietor of the New 
York Herald, and of the Earls of Tankervill:, 
isaform of Benedict. Bernheim, and pre- 
sumably Barnum, a name likewise promin- 
ent in America, is derived from Berinheim, 
the village of the warrior. 

Biron, the original form of Byron, means 
squint. The ancient Italian princely name 
of Borghese signifies merely citizen. Bouci- 
cault, the name of a popular dramatist, und 
the founder of the ** Bon Marche’? in Paris, 
means fat man. Brandon, a ducal title once 
coupled with that of Hamilton, means a per- 
son born on the first Swrday in Lent. sre= 
quet, the nuime of the famous watchmaker, 
sigmities boatman. COapet means lizht, head- 
strong and obsffpate. Capoul, name of the 
celebrated tenor, means little head. Cuarey,a 
name much talked about lately, means car- 
rier. Itbelongsto Franebe Cumte and _ to 
Switzerland. Cassognac means the chestnuts, 
a name often givento country houses both in 
France and elsewhere. Daudet, name of the 
most popular of the modern Frenca novelists, 
isaform ofthe Hebrew David. Tue Eng- 
lish Dent and the French Dentu are the 
same, both names of Laiin origin, goiag far 
back in history and claiming descent from 
Curius Dentatus. Ejllissen, Ellison aud Eliot 
are derived from Flias. Erekroaann, a cogno= 
nen twin born with Chatriap, neaus a sin- 
cere man, and,indeed, there isuo waut of 
frankness in his books. Gambetta, being in- 
terpreted, means little leg. Garibaldi means 
brave spear. Goupil, the name of the picture 
dealer, means fox. Gounod comes from yga- 
lan, tosing. Halevy, the eminent composer, 
joined the initials of his other names to that 
of Levy. They were Henry Arvn. Hoche 
and Hugo are the same name; they mean no- 
ble-hearted. Hugo may also be translated 
as intelligence. The nameof Victor Hugo 
would then signify victorious intelligence. 

MacMahon means the son of the bear. It is 
the same name as that of Ursins in France und 
Orsini in Italy. The charming name of Milli- 
cent, so Oiten given to women in the Puritan 
times, is an abbreviation of millesanctis. Mor- 
timer and Mortemart are names brought 
home by the Crusaders from the Dead Sea. 
Murray may mean mulberry from nmiure, or 
marsh from marais. The splendid name of 
Napoleon is derived from Napoli. Its oldest 
form (119) in written Napolione. It means 
Neapolitan. Niel, aname as famous in Brit- 
ain as in France under various forms, is an 
abbreviation of Daniel. Patti comes from 
patre, shepherd. Pothuan, name ofthe gal- 
lant admiral who has held so many oftices of 
state in France .and is now Em- 
bassador in London, means thick lips 
in the patois of Languedoc. Reaan 
means friend. Rothschild may signify 
red shield or glorious bero (brod, glorious; 
hild, hero), or it may be derived frum the Dan- 
ish town of Roschild,which seems most proba- 
ble, for the Israelitiso family names in modern 
times have very generally been taken from 
places rather than from distinctive peculiari- 
ties. The ducal title of Chandos, the French 
names Sand, Sandeau and the Hungarian 
Sandoz are forms or abbreviations of Alexan- 
der. Sarcey, the name of the vivacious dra- 
matic critic, signifies switch. Sardou, name of 
the playwright and academician, comes from 
Sacerdos. Sibour, the Archbishop of Puris 
who was killed at.the barricades, bore an old 
German name which signities victorious pro- 
tector. Simson, Simpson and Samson are 
identical. Thiers comes from ‘Theodore, as 
Thierry from Theodoric. It is also the name 
of a places. Thumas, Daumas, Dumas and 
Thomas are forms of the same name. ‘Trocoau 
means troop. Finally, the name of the novei- 
ist Zola means grass. Its more correct form 
is the Ltalian Zoilla. 


That American Elephant. 
(Philadelphia Cor. New York Herala@] lth. | 

Anelephant was born this morning at 25 
minutes 105 oO’clock at the winter quarcers, of 
Messrs. Cooper, Bailey &. Co.’s London Cir- 
cus,corner of hidge avenue and ‘Twenty-third 
street. The announcement of so jinusual an 
event as the birth of an elephant in captivity, 
Which was judiciously circulated by the 
mMopagement with an eye to the summer cam- 
paign, attracted much attention among the 


students of natural bistorv in this city. Since 
the circus went 1ato winter quarters several of 
the most distinguished physicians of the city 
have regularly visited the prospective mother, 
the

correspondént of the Herald found quite a 
crowd of the curious gathered at the scene of 
the occurrence. The mother and her baby 
were found in the building, both in good 
health. Theinfant is of a pale mauve color 
and is well proportioned. It was nursing 
from the mother, and great care was taken 
not to interrupt the proceeding. The animal 
is a female, v— 213 pounds, stands thirty 
inches high and measures thirty-five inches 
from the stock of§the trunk to the crupper. 
The period of gestation has been twenty 
months and twenty days, which disproves the 
theery heretofore received that twentv-two to 
twenty-three months were required. The 
mother is one of the herd of five large 
elephants (two males and three females) 
which are attached to the London cir- 
cus. She is known by her early name of 
‘*Baby,’’ having been brought to this country 
when young. She is. twenty-three years 
old, and has traveled all over the country. 
Alibough perfectly docile at noon to-day it 
was seen by the broken timber scattered about 
the place that something bad happened ear- 
lier. One of her keepers stated that the moth- 
er elephant had had a furious attack of frenzy 
soon after the birth of her young and had 
broken everything within reach. She had 
kicked down the sides of her stall, twisted off 
a large beam with her trunk, and necessitated 
the employment of all the restraint that could 
be put upon her. Dr. Leidy, of the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania, was present during the 
afternoen, and will visit the establishment to- 
morrow worning, at 10 o’clock, with several 
other skilled naturalists, to complete the sci- 
entific study of the phenomenon. The baby 
animal in the shape of the body much resem- 
bles the small hippopotamus now to be seen 
at the New York Agqnarium, but 1s darker in 
color. ‘The trunk is handled'with much ease, 
and even in a threatening manner toward 
those who approach—possibly from natural 
antipathy to buggage smashers. 


LEECH CULTURE. 


How the Novelist *‘Quida’’ Was Led 
into an Absurd Mistake. 
{From the New York: Times. ] 

Some of the English papers have been re- 
cently exercised in regard toa higaly wrought 
description by Quida, the sensaticn noveiist, 
of the manner in which tne culture of leech- 
es is carried on upon the vast hirudo planta- 
tions inthe vicinity of bordeaux. It is a 
familiar fact to travelers that the mouth of the 
Garonne lies inthe midst of many square 
miles of marsh and swamp, Which are appro- 

riated to the raising of leeches for the mar- 
cet. The point of Ouida’s story is, that the 
owners of these plantations consume nearly 
all the disabled, diseased and broken down 
horses in France as food for those voracious 
little creatures, but, to enforce this point, she 
draws a vivid and terrible picture of the 
struggles of the doomed animal, covered with 
thousands of annelids, terrified, writhing, 
shuddering, frantic, until, finally, the 
doziness of exsanguination supervenes and 
the victim sinks exhausted. Toone who is 
familiar with leech-culture and with the 
habits of these slimy little creatures, the sus- 
picion that the popular novelist is either 
quizzing the public, or has been laughably 
#juizzed herself, naturally arises; for itisa 
pretty well ascertained fact that the mode of 
taking them for the market, after they have 
arrived atthe standard growth, is by riding 
horses intothe swamp or marsh, and then 
transferring the crop from the leys of the ani- 
mal, to which they cling, tojars or recepta- 
cles prepared toreceived them. In Sweden, 
which produces the best leechesin the mar- 
ket, the taking is done toa considerable. ex- 
tent by boys and men who wade into the 
marshes and shallow water bare-lezged, and 
return clothed with the shining’ product... It 
is true that horses are sometimes used in 
Sweden for this purpose, and usually, per- 
haps, in France; but this is a very different 


thing from feeding leeches with 
living animals, which would be a 
sheer waste of nutriment. There are leach 


lantations in America, but our product (the 
vrudo decora) is by no means as valuable for 
commercial purposes as the Swedish. About 
a quarter of an ounce of blood is reputed to 
be all that the Airudo decora can. ordinarily 
carry, While a large Swedish leech may like 
balf or two-thirds of an ounce, anditis as- 
sertcd by competent observers tnat very large 
ones have been known to appropriate a full 
ounce before relaxing their hold. The Ger- 
man physicians ale, itis said, in the habit of 
improving the capacity of the leech,or,rather, 
of prolonging its suctorial function, by a very 
simple process. Before,orimmediately after, 
the animal bas secured a good hoid upon the 
surfaceto be relieved, the economical practi- 
tioner clips off its tail with a pair of surgeon’s 
scissors, and the result is that the blood taken 
in by the eager animal is disyorged as fast as 
it is.appropriated, and it is made to act asa 
drainage tube as well as a suction pumo.

TRICHINA 


Not an Invention of the Scientific Physi 
cians. S 
| From the New York Times.] 
Notwithstanding frequent well-attested 
cases of death from trichina, both here and 
abroad, many persons, mainly of the unedu- 
cated class, seem to think trichina, as a 
source of fatal disease, an iavention of physi- 
cians. Every few weeks we observe the rec- 
ord of a fatal case inthe West, usually in 
the country. Recently, two deaths, those of 
a Mrs. Harris and her daughter, have been 
reported at the village of West Sonora, Ohio. 
They informed their physician that, a week or 
so before their illness, they had eaten freely 
of raw pork; that they experienced almost 
immediately exceeding nausea, and were 
compelied to go to bed, from which they never 
arose. All their symptons were those gener- 
ally attendant upon the disorder, and there is 
no reasonable doubt that they owe their death 
to the raw pork. Tricbina, or trichina spiralis, 
is the name ofa peculiar nematvid worm, 
which, in its sexual immaturity, inhabits ‘he 
muscles, generally of the pig. It was discov- 
ered, in 1835, Wormald, then Demonstrator of 
Anatomy at St. Bariholomew’s Hospital, 
London, givirg to Richard Owen, the cele- 
brated naturalist, four microscopic speci- 
mens of specked muscle from a subject then 
in the dissecting-rouoms. Owen, who as 
usually received credit for the discovery,¢om- 
municated, soon after, to the Zoological Socie- 
ty a description of a microscopic entozoon in- 
festing the muscles of the buman body. A 
medical student named Paget had also ar- 
rived, independently, at similar results at the 
same time, and read a paper to the Aberneth- 
ian Society a week before Owen had present- 
ed his. Ever since then the irichina has been 
actively discussed on both sides of the sea in 
all medical and scientific associations. Vari- 
ous theories were advanced, but it was not 
till 1860 that Virchow and Leuckhart arrived 
separately, by feeding animals on flesh con- 
taining trichina, at the conclusion that the pa- 
rents ofthe encysted trichina ure small thread- 
like worms, never before revealed to 
science, Leuckhart’s experiments being 
made with buman tlesh occupied 
by these parasites. Young trichina, as 
seeninthe muscles, iook like spirally-coiled 


' wormsin the interior of small globular oval 


cysts and are barely perceptible to the naked 
eye. ‘These cysts are externally covered with 
calcareous matter, more or less, according to 
the time they have remained fixed, and the 
degree of degeneration of their walls. The 
worm measures 1-18 of an inch long, and 1-150 
broad. ‘I'he cysts aréy sometimes wholly ab- 
sent, and hence must be regarded as abnormal 
—the result of local inflammation caused by 
presence of the worm, which. in this larval 
state, is very much smaller. An enormous 
number of these larve may exist simultane- 
ously in the muscles of a single persen. 
Leuckhart estimated that one ounce of flesh of 
a cat contained 325,000 trichina. If all the vol- 
untary muscles ofa man of ordinary size were 
similarly affected, the worms would exceed 
1,%50,000,000. Some physicians assert that a 
single sufferer may be infected by 20,000,000. 
How the pig acquires its trichina is unknown; 
but the larval worms, no doubt, get in‘o its 
body from putrid flesh. The adult tiichina 
may inhabit the intestinal canal of all animals 
inwhich the larvee have been found in the 
muscles, and the animals include man, dog, 
cat, mouse, rabbit, mole, rat, hedgehog and 
badger.

His spirit was crushed with tbe sharp «nd 
stinging attacks and the scandals published 
with the announcement of his failure, and 
feeling that it was impossible to 
vindicate himself at once and beyond all ques- 
lion, With so much trouble upon him, he 
*‘‘cleared out,’? as he had so often sail he 
would do if such trouble should ever come 
upon him. Ilis determination to start out 
again and recover what has been lost is no 
doubt the result of bis meditations in his 
favorite woods. It Was just what was expect- 
ed; perhaps I may be pardoned for recalling 
my prediction of last summer that he would 
in time do just. this thing, in spite of his child- 
ish abandonmept of everything and rushing 
away from everybe@tly, uetermined to stay 
away and ‘‘give up trying.’’ Murray is not 
the man to stay long out of the world. He is 
too ambitious aman; toofond of the world, 
its applause and its gocd things; too fond of 
work; too full of energy, vigor and spirit; too 
live a man to be long contented with life in the 
wilderness or in obscurity. There is little of 
the Robinson Crusoe spirit about him.

Pneumatic Locomotion. 
{From the New York Herald, 11th. | 

The members of the Railroad Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen rode down Seeognd 
avenue yesterday on a new car driven by 
pneumatic power, the object being to ascer- 
tain how far such a contrivance would meet 
the requirements of street car traffe. Tue 
machine wasy large and seemingly cumbrous 
affair, capabl® of seating thirty-two passen- 
ers—the ordinary car seats twenty-two—and 
iaving on its front platform a large tank and 
the various handles necessary to control its 
movements. The whole is the latest modifi- 
cation of a similar contrivance which was ex- 
perimented with last year, and, it is claimed, 
possesses the advantages of increased power 
and simplicity. The greater part of the mae 
chinery is placed beneath the car. The run- 
ning gear is similar tothat of the ordinary 
steam locomotive. the power being, howey- 
er, supplied by air fcrced into tanks at a 
ressure, in this case, of 400 pounds to the 
inch; though, should greater power be re- 
quired, this pressure could be increased to 


any extent, the only limit being 
the strength of the tanks. The 
car which was exhibited yesterday 


was provided with tanks holding air enough 
for a ten-mile journey with a complete load of 
ussengers. ‘The cylinder, which stood on the 
ront piatform, contained hot water, through 
which the pipes leading from the tanks to the 
cylinders passed. The air being thus heated 
according to a well known m€chanical princi- 
ple, had a tendency to expand, and thereby 
the power of the machine was much increased. 
The trip extended from One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh to Twenty-third street and 
back, the reversal of the engine being effected 
by means ofthe switches at the latter thor- 
oughfare. The motion was easy and noise- 
less and equal in speed to that of the horse 
cars, While stoppages were effected without 
trouble within a very short space, the com- 
pressed air being utilized in braking. The 
eOnly difficulty experienced was ia ascending 
the steep grade from Forty-ninth to Fortv- 
third streets, where the aid of a harse was re- 
quired. It was claimed, however, that this 
was due only to the ‘“‘pasty” condition of the 
rails, which caused the driving wheels to sli 
A sand box for use on inclines in wet or mud:

A curious and somewhat painful fact re- 
vealed by che prevailing fashion: of short 
frockg is that a very large number of the 
youpg women of America turn in their toes in 
walking.

GOURLAY BROTHERS. 


In a quiet street off one of the quiet squares* 


there is atall, gloomy house, with narrow, 
dusty windows, and a massive double door, 
that still bears a brass plate with the words 
‘>Gourlay Brothers’’ engraved thereon. 

The lower part of the house was used as an 
office, but the blinds were rarely drawn up, 
the door seldom swung back to the energetic 
push of customers, the long passage echoed 
no hurried footsteps, ann Eli Haggart, the 
clerk, Was, to all appearance, the idlest man 
in London, till one came to know his mas- 
ters. 

The Gourlay Brothers were never any 
busier than their faithful old servant—never 
hurried, flurried or worried; never late and 
never earlv. Every morning at 1Q o’clock 
they entered their office together, read their 
letters, glanced at the paper, left instructions 
for possible callers, and then went to the city. 
They always took the same route; at 11 they 
night be seen passing along the sunny side of 
Cannon street, at 1:30 they entered the same 
restaurant, ind satat the same table for 
luncheon. Wetor dry, shade or shine, sum- 
mer or winter, every avorking day for thirty 
years, they had gone through the same rou- 
tine, always excepting the month of Septem- 
ber. when they took their annual holiday. 

They were elderly men—John tall, thin, 
melancholy looking, with light gray eyes, 
scanty gray hairand whiskers, anda general 
expression of drabness pervading his whole 
face and faultlessly neat attire. Roger was 
shorter, rounder, more cheerful and general- 
ly warmer in color. His pervading hue was 
brown, keen-reddish eyes that must have been 
werry once, crisp auburn haia that time had 
pot yet quite transmuted .to silyer, a clean- 
shaved ruddy face, and brown hands full of 
dents anddimples. John was the elder; still 
he looked up to Roger with grave respect, 
consulted him on every subject, and never, 
evenin or out of business, took any step 
without his advice and approval. And 
without any 
profession of affectation or display of feel- 
ing the Gourlay brothers dwelt together in 
closest friendship and love; their life was a 
long harmony, and during all the years 
of their partnership, no shadow had 
fallen between them, and their 
public life Was as harmonious as 
their private intercourse.

Reserved 
in manner, simple in their tastes, economical 
in their habits, the Gourlay Brothers were 
the jast men in the world to be suspectediof 
sentiment, their lives the least likely to con- 
tain even the germs of a romance. <And yet 
they had not been always mere business ma- 
chines; the sole aim and end of their existence 
had not always been money. In early years 
they had brighter dreams, nobler ambitions. 

At school John had distinguished himself, 
and bis brief university career gave promise 
of a brilliant future. Roger had been a bright, 
afdent boy, with a taste for music that was 
almost a passion, and atalent little short of 
genius. With his deep earnestness, intense 
steadiness of purpose, and clear, vigorous in- 
tellect, John could searcely have failed to 
make a distinguished lawyer. Roger was a 
born artist. with a restless, lofty ambition. 
Life seemed very bright for the brothers ;there 
Was nothing to prevent and everything to as- 
sist each in following his inclination. But in 
the very dawn of their career their father 
died, and they were suddenly reduced to 
actual poverty.

Roger accepted a desk in the of- 
fice of Bernard Russell, an old friend of his 
father’s, They moved to cheap lodgings, and 
for seyeral years ploddedgn wearily, onejonly 
“lceam of sunshine in their altered home being 
the cecasional visits of Alice Russell to their 
sister. Maude Gourlay and Alice had been 
school-fellows and friends; they usually spent 
their vacations together, and Alice felt the 
misfortune that had fallen on the family as 
if it had overtaken her own. But she could 
do nothing except pay them fiving visits, 
fend trifling gifts of fruit and flowers, and 
Write pretty, sympathizing notes to Maude. 

A few vear’ of poverty and hardship told 
on Mrs. Gonrlay’s always feeble frame; still 
for her daughter’s sake she elung to life with 
4 strange tenacity; but -when Maude’s lover, 
Who had gone to Australia to make his for- 
tune, returned not wealthy, but sufficiently 
soto claim his bride in her altered circum- 
stances, Mrs. Gourlay seemed to have no oth-

SWEET WARBLERS. 


How and Where the Elegant. Little Ca- 
nary Bird is Bred. 


_ — 
—— 


A Trade of $300,000 a Year With the 
Inhabitants of the Hartz Mountains. 


‘*How is business with dealers in the feath- 
ered tribe?’’ asked a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter of the proprietor of a prominent bird 
emporium to-day. 

‘*With us business is excellent and it speaks 
well for St. Louis eulture.’”’ 

‘*W hat relation does the bird business bear 
to a city’s culture?” 

‘*Well, sir, I have been engaged in the bird 
business in nearly every one of the large cities 
in the Union, andI tell you thatthere is no 
better indicator of the intellectual advance- 
ment of the community than the condition of 
this and one ortwo other lines of business. 
Though a bird fancier is not necessarily an in- 
tellectual man, you can rely on the fact that 


only when there 1s a good share of culture is 
there any tendency to keep the warblers. 


They are pets and are only to be found, to any 
extent, in cultured and well-to-do communi- 
ties. It is an intellectual taste.’’ 

‘‘Does any particular species of the 
feathered creation find especial favorin St. 
Louis???’ 

‘‘“Oh, yes. The St. Louis favorite is the 

‘canary, andI have no doubtthe number of 

this species sold inthis city throughout the 
year 1s fully three times as great as any other 
two classes taken together. There are reasons 
for the trade in these little creatures being so 
much more brisk than for any other species. 
They breed with facility with many of the 
Passenine group,so that oa account of the 
rapidity with which the race propagates the 
poorest can afford to possess them, and so 
they are found warbling their charming song 
alikein the homeofthe Workman andthe 
rich merchant. Besides the charm oftheir 
song their natural docility and gay plumage 
make them desirable. lt is wonderful how 
ceneral the taste forthe canary, and, in fact, 
ail birds, has become in this country during a 
comparatively few years. 


THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


it would be a difficult matter’ to 
procure a bird or cage in New 
York City. The fact is, you 


hadtosendto Europe for one or the other. 
The pound of canary seed you now buyina 
hundred places throughout a city for afew 
cents, you could not then get in this country 
for any price. You would have to send across 
the ocean for it.: It is since 1848 that the taste 
for the feathered creation has been inculcated 
in this country.’? — 

“Where dothe canary birds come from?’ 

“Though called canary birds, they are really 
German. Originally from the Canary Islands, 
they were first imported:into Europe in the 
fifteenth century, Where, of course, they be- 
came very popular. Buffon, the great 
naturalist, says of them: If the nightingale 
is the songster of the woods, the canary is the 
chamber musician. The native canary scarce- 
ly sings at all, and not until crossed with the 
Siskin gold-finch, linnet, lark or some of the 
other European song birds did the charming 
little song creatures we now know of come 
into existence. ‘Thereare two distinct species 
of the canary, the plain and variegated, or, as 
bird fanciers designate them, the mealy, 
or spangled, and jonquils. Of course, 
between these two innumerable varieties have 
sprung up from cross-breeding with the birds 
I before named. These birds are all bornin 
Germany,” concluded the gentleman, point- 
ing to several dozen elegant little canaries in 
little wicker-cages piled up along the wall of 
the store. ‘*The inhabitants of the Hartz 
Mountains supply the world with the little 
creatures. Every cottage in the locality about 
Andreasburg and the Broeken is full and sur- 
rounded with and by them. Many of the 
peasants raise as high as three or four hun- 
dred, while some raise less than twenty or 
thirty ayear. Annuallv $300,000 goes to these 
people 

IN THE HARTZ MOUNTAINS 

for their canary birds. Every effort is made 
to,gstimulate them to breed the birds. Fairs 
antl festivals are held and prizes offered for 
the greatest number of nest birds.’’ 

‘‘How are they imported to this country?” 
_ **Three or four large houses in New York 
import the American supply principally. Tne 
Reiches, of New York. do the largest busi- 


ness of any house in the country. The 
brother of  Reiche, the New ‘York 
naturalist, is .imn Germany, so that 


when an order is sent from this country to 
Germany for one thousand birds, the agents 
are immediately sent out among the cottagers 


J inthe Hartz mountains, and they go from 


doorto door collecting enough birds to fill 
the order. The peasants have no mart or ex- 
change, so that these agents are necessary. 
They go about getting ten birds from one 


j cottage, a bundred from another, and two or 


three hundred from another. Each bird is 
placed in one of these little wicker cages, ’? 
said the gentleman, pointing to a row of 
slender little structures, ‘*which are made 
from soft wood bythe peasants. They are 
about a cube, measuring between five and six 
inches every Way. As soon as caged they are 
sent tothe port, all the arrangements being 
made to burry the little creatures to their 
destiny as quickly as possible, They are ship- 
ved in charge of one man whois able to 
eed and water that number with ease. 
You see he does not fill each little basin and 
jar with water and feed, but by a dexterous 
sweep he feeds and waters eight and ten of 
them. so that it does not take so long to feed a 
thousand birds as one would at first sup- 
pose.’’

Louis. Dr. Quealy, of Vineyard, Maries 
county, Mo., writes that in the winter of 1857 
he heard from different students, in strict 
confidence, the details of a story which 
tallies, as far as his memory can be trusted, 
with tbat sketched inthe columns ofthe Post- 
DISPATCH, Which related to the dissection of 
a peautiful young lady, who revived while 
under the surgeon’s knife, and who died and 
was secretly buried. He was unable to rec- 
ollect the name of the girl about whom the 
story was told, but he is quite sure that the 
two students who made the dissection were 
named Palmer and Reeves. What became of 
lieeves he never learned, although it was rue 
mored that he was killed at 
Wilson’s Creek, being mangled horribly 
by a‘shrapnel.

When all was ended Von 
Iiagenau turned with a weary smile and said: 

**What think you of theosophism, #éntle- 
men?’ > 

“It is wonderful!’ was the one exclama- 
tion of the party. <A _ burial certificate was 
privately issued bythe Coroner this morning, 
and Dora Wescott now sleeps peacefully be- 
neath the green sod of consecrated ground.

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UNNOTICED CURIOSITIES. 


Some that Are to be Found at the Mer- 
cantile Library.

A Piece of Sculpture Over Four Thousand 
Years Old—A Suit of Armor Made 
Fiue Hvndred Years Ago— 
Mementoes of Napoleon.

There are many objects of interestin the 
Mercantile Library that are unnoticed from 
day to day by the habitues of that place sim- 
ply because they have been there so long that 
they have been forgotten through familiarity. 
There has been no descriptive catalogue of the 
sculptures, paintings, coins, minerals and cu- 
riosities there published since 1862, and only 
one copy of this edition is known to tein ex- 


istence. Since that time, of course, there have 
been many additions made tothe library in 
every way. ‘The reports of the Librarian have 
from year to year chronicled all gifts and 
purchases that have come into possession of 
the Association, but the account given of them 
consists of the briefest sort of statement as to 
how obtained. The catalogue that is given 
visitors affords but little more than the name 


of the various objects according to their num- 


ber. 
FROM THE PALACE OF NIMROD. 

A very interesting curiosity is the sculptur- 
ed slab of marble in the ante-room of the Li- 
brary. It came from the palace of Nimrod, 
near Nineveh, and was presented by Rev. D. 
W. Marsh in 1855. Mr. Marsh was at the 
time a missionary at Mosul, and sent the slab 
across the desert by way of Aleppoto Bey- 
rout, and thence by ship to Boston. It isone 
of the finest specimens ; of its 
class that has ever been discovered, 
being in a perfect state of 
preservation, and having the complete figure 
of an an Soy King as wellas an inscription 
in arrow head or cunieform characters. At 
the time the slab was presented to the Li- 
brary there was a very imperfect understand- 
ing of the characters, and Dr. Seyffarth, an 
archxologist who then lived in the city, spent 
much time in trying to make an intelligible 
translation. Since then, however, great pro- 
gress has been made in*the study of this most 
ancient of languages on record and what is 
believed to bea correct reading of the in- 
scription has been printed and hangs near by 
the slab on acard. When looking at the rude 
outlines of this wonderful piece of sculpture 
it should be remembered that 
they were made by the hand 
of an artist who lived probably 
four thousand years ago. The city of Nine- 
veh and the paiace of Nimrod were in ruins 
leng before Alexander the Great fought the 
battle of Arbela. 

MEDIEVAL ARMOR. 

No doubt everybody who goes to the Libra- 
ry notices the suit of plate armor that now 
stands ona pedestalinthe northwest coiner 
of the reading-room. It was madein the four- 
teenth century, and was presented by John 
C. Tevis, Esq. It is a complete panoply, such 
as wasworn inthefield and the tournament 
by the English knights who fought under Ed- 
ward III. at Cressy. Thus, encased no 
longer in the chain armor, such as 
had been used inthe time of the Crusaders, 
but in these plates of tempered steel, the like 
of which 18s hardly to be found in these times, 
the wearer was said tobe armed cap-a-pie 
from head to foot. The Knight thus pano- 


. jied carried about one hundred pounds of 


steel besides his weapons, which were also 
heavy and stooa shot proof to leaden bul- 
lets. It may be interesting to give the names 
by which the various pieces of this armor 
were known atthetimeit was inuse. The 
cap or head-piece was the helmet: the throat 
tiece, the gorget; the upper arm pieces, the 
bressarts; the overlapping hinged joint 
pieces, gussets; the fore-arm piece the 
vantbrace; the mailed glove, the gauntlet: 
the breast and back plates, ibe cuirass: the 
thigh pieces, cuishes, andthe pieces covering 
the lower parts of the legs, greaves or jim)s. 
It is hard!v conceivable that nen could walk, 
ride, sitdown and move about generally en- 
cumbered with such aclumsy, clanking, heavy 
outtit. This specimen of armor in the Librarv 


is most excellently preserved, every piece of, 


it beirg in almost perfect order. 
BINGHAM’S HUMBOLDT. 

The painting numbered 56 in the Reading 
Room is, as would be readily recognized, a 
full-length portrait of Humboldt, painted by 
the late George C. Bingham, of this State. 
It is not from life, but was made 
in Berlin soon after the great traveler’s death, 
from a consultation of the best pictures to be 
found, and corrected by his most intimate 
friends. in this way Bingham arrived to 
produce what would have the merits of an 
original picture. He had been commissioned 
by the Library Association to make an orig- 
inal, but Humboldt died before he reached 
Berlin. Asa faithful likeness and as a work 
of art, it ranks among the best pieces ever 
produced by Missouri’s greatest artist. 

NAPOLEONIC MEMENTOES. 

As you go into the library room proper you 
willsee hanging upon the{second column in 
front of you a plain Jooking picture represent- 
ing a funeral procession at the base of a rocky, 
desolateslooking mountain or promontory. 
This is a lithograph of the removal of the body 
of the great first Napoleon fromthe lonely 
vrave in theIsle of St. Helena tothe ship in 
which it Was conveyed to France for final in- 
terment in the Pantheon. It is said 
to be one of avery few accurate pictures of 
tbe scene in existence, and while as a mere 
lithograph it is not worth 10 cents, it is held 
in great esteem by the association. Just over 
this picture is the cast of Napoleon’s head and 
face. Itis numbered 21 in the library collec- 
tion and is highly prized, but hundreds who 
see it never stop to think that it is an exact 
representation of the features of Napoleon as 
they appeared in the repose of death. This 
cast Was made at the time the body was taken 
up at St. Helena to he removed, 
a scene connected with which is represented 
in the picture spoken of above. The copy in 
the librarv was presented by the late Seymour 
Voullaire, who broughtit from St. Helena. 
W hile it is a most interesting study it proba- 
bly fails to give one a just conception of the 
fuce of the great original. It was made xfter 
the eyes had became sunken and the features 
all compressed and shriveled. Still the nose 
is there, and the chin, and the high cheek 
bones, all of which ‘stand out in 
bold relief, as they did in life. The 
forehead, which is more truly reproduced thin 
anything else, 1s a disappointment. From 
most of the pictures: of Napoleon the im- 
pression is derived that his forehead was 
broad, high and massive. In the cast it is 
ratber narrow, and, while well shaped, is not 
uncommon or remarkable in appearance. 
There hangs below the cast and the lithograph 
in the same column a photograph of a crayon 
drawing of the’ statue of Na- 
poleon by Vela, the 
sculptor. It is called *“‘The Last Days of 
Napoleon,” and presents a most striking and 
impressive appearance. It was presented to 
the Library only ashorttime since by Prof. 
F. Schaller, who made the crayon drawing 
from which this photograph was taken, and 
which attracted much attention at the Paris 
Exposition of 1878. Thestatue is about life 
size and represents the Emperor sit- 
ting in a chair propped up by pil- 
lows, bareheaded, his shirt front thrown 
open as if to _ breathe’ easier, and 
a loose drapery thrown over his lap and hang- 
ing down to his feet. One han holds a 
manuscript and the other hangs [Mistlessly 
from tbe arm of the chair like thatof a man 
sick In both body and mind. The face is won- 
derful. ‘The eyes look straight out from un- 
der an overhanging forehead, and seem to be 
looking away to some strange untraveled 
country. The artist seemsto have got the 
man’s whole life upinto his face in.a single 
moment. It hasa look even at the hogur 
of dissolution of imperial dignity and supe- 
riority. But what a different face and head 
from tbat shown by the corpse-like cast hanz- 
ing above! Vela’s imagination no doubt 
played a prominent part in the making of his 
statue. 

MADAME LE BRUN’S PAINTING. 

No. 21 of the paintings in the reading room

It is a fine piece of work in 
both design and execution and 
would have an honored place in any gallery in 
the land.

A Perfect Smoke Consumer. 
{Cairo (11l.) Special to Cin. Commercial. J 

Mr. John Smith, engineer at the Egyptian 
Mills, in this city, has solved the problem of 
smoke-burning infurnaces. There is no doubt 
about the success of the invention, and, like 
all great things, itis so simple that the wone- 
der is it has notalways beenknowr. Withthe 
invention slack coal produces the hottest kind 
of a fire, 9nd no smoke issues from the smoke- 
stack except for afew moments when the fire- 
doors are opened to add fuel. The invention 
is covered by patent, and can be 
applied to any furnace without change 
of anv kind. The patent  con- 
sists in the manner of applying steam blow- 
ers. A pipe extends outside across the fur- 
nace front. From this a small{pipe with a six- 
teenth-inch opening extends to just within 
each furnace near the top, so thatthe jet of 
steam is far above the fuel that is being con- 
sumed. Airis admitted to the furnace onl 
from beneath, so that 1t must come up throug 
the fuei. The rush of air to the vacuum 
caused by the steam jet is very strong, and 
the result is that thesmoke arising from the 
fuel is consumed before going the length of 
the grate bars. This is proven by opening the 
fire doors, when immediately some black 
smoke comes out of the chimney. Then by 
turning off the blowers black smoke appears, 
and it as quickly disappears by turning it On.

A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


A Painter’s Clething Caught in a Shaft- 

ing and His Brains Dushed Out. 

‘ (From the Philadelphia Times. | 

he second-story room in the old Franklin 
Hall, 54 North Sixth street, presented a hor- 
rible and ghastly sight last evening. Blood, 
paint and brains, in great splotches, disfig- 
—_ the ceiling, floor and walls. Ona shaft 
just below the ceiling depended a quaxtity of 
fragments of clothing. On the floor, con- 
cealed by a canvas, was the mangled form of 
A. J. Creekmore, 37 years of age, of Camden, 
& painter, whose life had been sacrificed in a 
most borrible manner. Creekmore, about 5 
o’clock, Was engaged in painting the apart- 
ment, which was being fitted up for occu- 
paney by Grant, Faires & Rodgers, printers. 
Creekmore was mounted upon a ladder and 
was painting a beam. The ladder rested 
against a hanger. A carpenter who was. at 
work in the other end of the room hearda 
shout, and, looking towards the spot where 
Creekmore was at work, saw that his clothes 
had caught in the shaft, and that 
despite his desperate strugzies to 
extricate himscif, ne was being whirled 
around at frightful velocity. The body of 
the unfortunate painter was caugat securely 
by the middle, and at every revolution his 
head and leet came in coniaci with the cesi- 
ing. The conteuts of the paint-pot flew in 
every direction. ‘There Was a sickening, 
crasbing sound and the scattering of plaster 
ard lathsirom the ceiling and despairiag 
groans from the painter followed. The shoes 
were forced off Creekmore’s feet and his 
clothing toru to bits. ‘The carpenter made an 
attempt to save him, but found it impossible 
to tear the wounded man loose, and ran down 
stairs to the enyine room and had the power 
thrown off. The workmen who hurried to the 
room féund the painter dead. They were 
afraid to take bim down at first, because a 
policeman said this could not be done until 
the Coioner came, but one of the members of 
the firm directed the removal. The clothing 
Was so tightly wrapped around the shaft that 
a knife had to be used to free it.
